DOLOKHOV KILLED . . . deLAMPALLE BECOMES CoPS. . .JARDEJtS PARTY: GREAT SUCCESS (GP): 

The Italians were held at bay along the frontier this season but the illustrious 
M. Dolokhov was killed when -the rest of his regiment left him to face the enemy 
alone. Unfortunately the-assault against Capri went poorly. It appears that the 
army was only interested in securing the beaches and while they were regrouping 
and breaking out the suntan lotion, the enemy launched a counterattack that swept 
them from the island- 

Meanwhile back in Paris M. deLampalle was appointed Commissioner of Public 
Safety and immediately : announced his intention to arrest M. Dolokhov. It is said 
that he was dissappointed • 'that* the Italians killed him before he was able to have 
him hung. M. Jardin's party was well attended but as many of the brigades that had 
been expected to be on campaign at the time didn't leave for the front until later 
in the season, there was a larger turnout than was expected and many who had ex- 
pected to be lavishly entertained found barely enough to go around. The Crown 
Prince was somewhat appeased when the entire regiment of the Crown Prince Cuirre- 
siers, led by M. Jardin jSjaig the regimental song and offered up a toast to their 
namesake. It is said that the Crown Prince wondered aloud why it was that the Lt : . 
Colonel of the regiment offered the toast rather than the Colonel, who was also 
present.lt appears that both M. Lafayette and M. Van Rijn are especially chagrined 
by the death of M. Dolokhov as the deceased owed the former 500 crowns and the 
latter 1000 cr6wns^ Also at the party M. Frontenac of the Cardinal's Guard insulted 
and offered satisfaction to both M. deLampalle and M. Matusse of the King's Mus- 
keteers but both claimed to have pressing business elsewhere and declined amid the 
hoots and jeers of several, witnesses. As a result of the incident M. deLampalle 
was unable to raise his position in society as he had expected this season. The 
incident did not seem to affect M. Matusse as greatly as he somewhat redeemed him- 
self" by being wounded and receiving the Croix de Guerre during the campaign.. He 
was riot titled . however nor was^ Mi deLampalle when he gained his nev - rice. M. 
Bic was the "only one to receive that honor this season. As reported earlier, th<= 
King's Musketeers were somewhat incapacitated during the 1st week of April whic 
may have accounted for Mile. Giselle's rejection of M. deLampalle in tha£"week 
after having prevoiusly accepting, his court and then returning to t£e. unfortunate 
Dolokhov. The Minister of State was unable to convince the King to/iteduco taxes.
